I cannot  agree  that  all  pertinent  data  has  been  gathered.  For  example, 
the  comments  of  the  preparing  officer  stated  that  ’’the  moon  was  in  its 
quarter  phase  that  night  and  moonrise  was  approximately  2000  hours  local 
time".  Moonrise  on  that  day  was  approximately  noon  (I)  and  moonset  was 
just  about  midnight.  Therefore,  at  the  time  of  sighting,  approximately 
2015,  the  moon  was  still  4 hours  from  setting  and  fairly  high  in  the  sky. 

It  vas  not  yet  in  its  first  quarter  phase.  The  observer  was  looking  toward 
che  north  northeast  at  initial  elevation  of  approximately  15  degrees. 
Moonrise  is  thus  no  possible  explanation  for  this  sighting. 


Evaluation  of  this  sighting  depends  largely,  as  I see  it,  on  the  reliability 
of  thr  ■'icness.  Either  she  and  her  son  were  overexcited  to  the  point  of 
hallucination  (but  for  what  reason?),  or  something  similar  to  that  reported 
in  -^ther  cases  hanpened,  I feel  it  would  be  eminently  worthwhile  to 

obtai'  Mrc;.  Lietha's  testimony  on  tape  by  telephone,  and  to  send  you  a 
transcr-c t , so  that  we  can  collectively  make  some  judgement  as  to  her 
ob ject vlry  and  reliability. 


I fail  to  understand  how  tlie  preparing  officer  could  have  been  so  ill 
prepared .

~n  my  opinion  her  impression  of  its  putting  out  lights  or  losing  its 
lights  was  caused  when  the  car  went  over  a distant  rise.  It  was  going 
h:gh  speed  and  nothing  in  her  original  report  indicates  that  it  ever 
. '.ved  down.  The  fact  that  she  slowed  down  because  she  was  afraid 
sne  might  run  into  it  is  perhaps  just  her  own  illusion.  She  does  not 
wear  glasses,  but  I should  really  like  to  know  what  her  true  correction 

■m  ^ * 
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It  is  perfectly  clear  th.at  she  did  not  kntnv  what  direction 
she  was  traveling  in.  She  said  northeast,  but  the  map  clearly  indicates 
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hai  the  road  goes  northwest.  There  may  be,  of  course,  some 
tarns  that  do  not  show  in  the  map. 

Her  description  of  it  as  a ''boomerang"  or  ’’crescent" 
is  revealing  in  itself.  There  was  a crescent  moon  relatively  low 
in  the  western  sky.  There  was  alst>  some  haze.  And  .she  could 
easily  have  become  confused  into  thinking  that  it  was  something 
near  rather  than  something  far  in  the  .sky.  And  this  assumption 
would  have  led  her  to  conclude  that  it  was  rapidly  moving,  chasing 
her,  and  then  when  she  stopped,  hovering  over  her.  I think  her  use 
of  the  word  "angelTiair"  again  and  again  is  revealing,  though  no  one 
seems  to  have  previously  pointed  out  that  this  is  a word  closely 
associated  with  iTying  saucers.  There  is  evidence  from  some  of  her 
testimony  that  she  was  interested  in  the  subject  of  UFO's,  had  read 
a lot  about  them,  and  when  she  ran  into  something  that  confu.snd  her, 
immediately  assumed  that  it  was  a UFO.  There  is  no  way  of  checking, 
but  when  she:  stopped  the  car  and  took  her  foot  off  of  the  gas,  the  car 
engine  simply  died.  It  had  nothing  wliatcver  to  do  with  the  thing 
above  her.  I think  she  was  so  frightened  that  she  killed  her  own 
engine  and  turned  out  the  lights.  Naturally  the  radio  went  off  as  she 
turned  off  the  engine.  Clearly  she  was  pretty  scared  and  her  fright 
communicated  itself  to  the  susceptible  boy.  For  protection  they 
locked  the  doors  and  presumably  rolled  up  the  windows.  It  was  then 
that  she  began  tc  feel  hot.  After  all,  she  points  out  tliat  the  heater  was 
on  and  going  mil.  And  hence  the  sensation  of  heat  that  she  experienced 
was  greatly  o\er  exaggerated.  There  may,  of  course,  have  been  a 
heater  or  ev'cn  engine  malfunction  so  that  tlie  floorboard  of  the  car  felt 
= ;mewhat  hotter  than  usual. 


I don't  believe  her  when  she  says  that  she  kept  cool, 
e record  shovs  quite  the  reverse.  And  her  description  of  additional 
‘ - riaTions  are  not  dissimilar  to  those  experienced  by  people  wht)  are 
£ frightened  that  they  have  what  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  a "sinking 
feeling  in  their  guts."  The  report  by  Captain  Giza  also  leaves  something 
t . be  desired.  He  says, "I  estimate  from  the  observer's  report  the 
elevation  to  be  approximately  15  degrees  in  azimuth  NNE.  If  the 
observer  was  going  northwest  rather  than  northeast,  as  her  original 
report  indi<  atcd,  then  the  moon  could  well  have  been  west.  The  estimated 
a'**itude  of  15  dogr«;es  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  elevation  of  the  moon, 

39  degrees.  The  moon  was  two  days  out  o{  first  quarter  and  very  m*a  r 
maximum  part  of  the  declination.
